Ding suspect 
freed in foreign 
arrest mix up

FIVE days after the murders of the 
Ding family the prime 
suspect was arrested by Moroccan 
police for being an ‘illegal immigrant 
- but was released as they were 
unaware he was wanted, an investiga¬ 
tion has claimed. 

Anxiang Du was taken in by officers 
in Oujda, near the Algerian border, on 
May 4, 2011, one day after 

Northamptonshire Police released his 
photo in connection with the brutal 
deaths of Jeff Ding, 46, Helen, 47, and 
daughters Xing ‘Nancy’, 18, and 12- 
year-old Alice in Pioneer Close, 
Wootton. 

Moroccan Police chief Abdallah 
Bellahfid said Mr Du was arrested on 
suspicion of being an illegal immi¬ 
grant but had no identification, gave a 
false name and the authorities were 
unable to determine who he was. 

Northamptonshire Police said this 
week that the first few weeks of their 
investigation focused on locating Mr 
Du in this country and primarily in the 
West Midlands.

His picture and details were released 
to the media on May 3. 

The bodies of the family were found 
by police on May 1. They died on April 
29 last year. 

Mr Du was not arrested until this July 
- 14 months after he left the UK, when 
Northants Police traced him to 
Tangier. 

Allegedly, he told the police chief: “I 


am innocent. I am not the killer.” In 
that time he had been sleeping rough 
on a building site in the Beni Makada 
suburb of the city, according to a BBC 
Inside Out programme. 

The Moroccan authorities told the 
show Mr Du is currently being held in 
Sale prison, near the capital Rabat, 
awaiting extradition to Britain. 

Detective Chief Inspector Tom 
Davies said: “In any investigation we 
are led by the evidence presented to 
us. 

“When a suspect is identified, the 
appropriate notifications are put in 
place at the outset. These will be based 
on the information available to the 
enquiry at that time. 

“In the first few weeks of this investi¬ 
gation we received more than 180 
reports of sightings of Anxiang Du and 
the West Midlands remained the pri¬ 
mary area of focus. The early strategy 
focussed on locating the suspect in 
this country, based around where the 
suspect lived and the areas of the 
sightings. The hire car belonging to the 
Ding family was located in London on 
Wednesday, May 11 last year and we

Intelligence led police’s focus on the Ding murder case

then received a number of sightings of 
people fitting the description of 
Anxiang Du in London. 

“Many people speculated at the time 
that Mr Du may have gone to China, 
however we had no specific intelligence 
to suggest the suspect had left the coun¬ 
try. 

“It was important to set a clear inves¬ 
tigative strategy around the sightings 
and intelligence gathering in the UK 
and we were transparent in setting the 
priorities around the UK, Europe and 
China, based on the information avail¬ 
able. 

“At a very early stage in the investiga¬ 
tion we liaised with Interpol through 


the appropriate authorities in the UK. 
As a result of our ongoing investigations 
we liaised with the Spanish and 
Moroccan authorities and on July 5 this 
year held a press conference in Spain. 
On July 7 Anxiang Du was arrested in 
Morocco. 

“This demonstrates the level of 
co-operation we have achieved with the 
Moroccan authorities and we continue 
to work together, and with the Home 
Office, towards the successful extradi¬ 
tion of the prime suspect. 

“We cannot comment specifically on 
the details of the investigation in view of 
the ongoing extradition process and the 
fact this investigation is likely to be sub 
judice for some time to come. 


“Our focus remains on co-operating 
with all appropriate authorities to bring 
the suspect to the UK.” 

The programme revealed Mr Du was 
captured when the owner of the build¬ 
ing site saw his ‘wanted’ photo in a local 
newspaper and called the police. 

El Yazaji Adil told BBC Inside Out: 
“When I saw his photo I was shocked. I 
know this face. Oh - he’s the Chinese 
person with my workers there. 

“The people who work for me - they 
helped him - because you know in 
Morocco they are hospitable. 

“If people here don’t work - they give 
them food. You understand? So 
Morocco is very well known for its 
hospitality.” 


Hospital review due after 
the death of twins’ mum

A HOSPITAL has asked for a review of its 
maternity unit after a new mother of 
twins died during a caesarian section. 

Sarah Dunlop, 35, of Clark Crescent, 
Towcester, suffered a cardiac arrest after 
suffering from pre-eclampsia, symptoms 
of which were not spotted. 

Northampton General Hospital has 
apologised for the errors and said it has 
asked the Royal College of Obstetricians 
and Gynaecologists to review its unit and 
processes. 

It added that changes had been made 
since its own investigation into Mrs 
Dunlop’s death, in July 20 J J. 


Dr Sonia Swart, medical director at 
Northampton General Hospital NHS 
Trust, said: “What should have been a 
joyful time for the Dunlop family was 
turned into tragedy with the death of 
Sarah after the birth of her twins. 

“We offer our deepest sympathies to 
Sarah’s family and we are very sorry for 
the failings in the care that were identi¬ 
fied by our own investigation and have 
been confirmed by the inquest. The Trust 
fully accepts the coroner’s verdict. 

“It will be of little consolation to the 
Dunlop family but the events and 
circumstances that led to Sarah’s death 
are very rare. 

“In the last five years NGH has cared 
for 25,000 mothers in our maternity 


unit; until this tragic case there had 
been no other deaths. 

“We are confident that our maternity 
service is fit for purpose and one that 
our local community can rely on but we 
are not complacent about our services. 

“We have undertaken a full investiga¬ 
tion into what happened in this case 
and made a series of changes as a 
result. 

“We have also asked the Royal College 
of Obstetricians and Gynaecologists to 
review our unit and its processes. 

“We remain committed to constant 
improvement in quality.” 

Coroner Tom Osborne recorded a 
narrative verdict on Friday, after a two- 
day inquest. 


Green light is 
given to new 
waste scheme 

PLANS to shake-up bin collections 
were rubber stamped by South 
Northamptonshire Council this 
week. 

Under the new proposals, 
almost two thirds of householders 
will see a change to their bin 
collection schedule from April 
next year. 

This will be followed by the 
introduction of a new dry 
recycling wheeled bin in June and 
if funding is secured from central 
government, a food waste 
collection service. 

Councillor Dermot Bambridge 
said: “The introduction of this 
improved service demonstrates 
the council’s commitment to 
driving out waste from landfill and 
putting it to better use, without 
increasing overall costs. 

“Once implemented, the 
changes will provide residents 
with even greater opportunities 
to recycle a wider range of 
materials in a more convenient 
and reliable way.” 

Proposals for householders to 
purchase an additional recycling 
wheeled bin, and a second garden 
waste wheeled bin [with an 
annual charge], were also given 
the go-ahead. 

Those residents whose 
collection dates will be affected 
by the changes will receive details 
in advance about the new 
arrangements. 



Girls get physical with scientific record attempt 


EIGHTY girls took part in a 
world record attempt to 
hold the largest practical 
science lesson across the 
country. 

The students at 
Northampton High School 
attempted to enter the 
record books with 26 other 
schools by measuring 
gravity simultaneously on 
Tuesday. 

The experiment worked 
out the value of acceler¬ 


ation due to gravity. Some 
girls measured the time 
taken for an object to drop 
a set distance, while others 
timed a swinging pendulum. 

All of the students that 
participated are pupils of 
the Girls’ Day School Trust, 
the leading group of 
independent girls’ schools in 
the UK, as part of this year’s 
140th anniversary 
celebrations. 

Headteacher Sarah Dixon 


said: “The most disturbing 
statistic from the Institute 
of Physics’ recent report 
was that nearly half of all 
co-ed maintained schools in 
England do not send even 
one girl on to do physics at 
A-level. 

“In the girls-only 
environment of the GDST, 
science subjects in general, 
and physics in particular, 
are hugely popular and 
successful.” 
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VOLUNTEERS have been 
swamped with four times as 
many plants as they bid for. 

The group decided to put in 
an application to the 
Woodland Trust for saplings 
to be planted at Bradlaugh 
Fields in Northampton as part 
of the Queen’s Diamond 
Jubilee celebrations. 


To their surprise not only 
was the bid successful they 
were given 400 plants 
instead of the 100 they 
applied for. 

The activity liaison officer 
for Bradlaugh Fields, Irene 
Painter, said: “We have been 
given a variety of plants for 
the hedgerow including 


blackthorn, hazel and haw¬ 
thorn. The trees we have are 
silver birch, rowan and a royal 
oak which has been grown on 
the royal estate. 

“We have 100 acres at 
Bradlaugh Fields which we 
will be looking to plant in. 

“Our hedgerows are about 
150-200 years old so the 


new additions will be very 
welcome.” 

On Sunday the group held a 
barbecue where they invited 
local families to come along 
to help with planting. 

As there was so much to do 
a second session was held on 
Tuesday with volunteers 
from Barclaycard digging in. 


Cops hunt for child sex 
attackers after assault

PLANS are on track to ensure a 
new train station is completed by 
March 2014. 

West Northamptonshire Develop¬ 
ment Corporation is working with 
its partners which includes North¬ 
amptonshire County Council to 
redevelop Northampton’s railway 


on a phased basis. The first part is a 
new station, which will be around 
twice the size of the current build¬ 
ing. 

Set over two storeys it will have a 
large glass facade. 

Later phases could include a 1,270 
space multi-storey car park 
connected to the new station via a 
footbridge. 

This would free up land for a 


28,000sqm new commercial devel¬ 
opment on the existing car park. 

The new station will be larger than 
the current building and will be 
directly next to Black Lion Hill. 

This means the current building 
can remain open while the new 
facility is being constructed, 
minimising disruption to passen¬ 
gers. 

Work will start next year. 


Demolition work to allow site to get on the buses 



WORK demolishing the old 
Fishmarket will start in 11 days. 

Planning permission was granted 
in July to turn the Northampton 
town centre site, which was most 
recently used as an art gallery, into 
a new bus interchange - replacing 
the current Greyfriars facility which 
is also earmarked for demolition. 

Councillor David Mackintosh, 
leader of Northampton Borough 
Council, said: “Our town is being 
transformed. Everywhere you look 
there are ‘Northampton Alive’ 
projects taking shape and breathing 
new life into areas that are ready 
for investment. 

“The new bus interchange will 
give visitors to Northampton the 
right impression. 

“We want people to feel 
welcomed to our town, rather than 


experience Kevin McLeod’s (Grand 
Designs) ‘Mouth of Hell’. 

“Our town is finally getting a 
modern facility that is welcoming, 
bright, safe and clean in the heart 


of the town centre.” Construction of 
the new bus interchange will begin 
in January. 

It is expected to be completed by 
December next year.

Cllr Mackintosh said: “The cinema 
will strengthen Northampton’s arts 
and entertainment offer and will be 
at the heart of the development of a 
new cultural quarter which will 
revitalise the St John’s area and give a 
wide range of people even more 
reason to come to the town. 

“Having a vibrant cultural scene is 
important to the bigger picture of 


regeneration and I’m pleased that we 
will soon have such an interesting 
and high quality new attraction.” 

Martin Sutherland, chief executive 
of Royal & Derngate, added: “We are 
delighted that construction is now 
getting started on the new cinema. 
We hope that this will be a wonderful 
new facility for the people of 
Northampton. 

“We are grateful to all our support¬ 
ers who have helped bring forward 
our plans.” 

The cinema, which will be next door 
to the theatre, is expected to open in 
late spring next year, and members of

This development is part of a wider 
scheme, Northampton Alive, an ini¬ 
tiative that brings together and 
promotes the town’s regeneration.

£22,000 in benefits. 

Rachel Hatton, 29, appeared at 
Northampton Crown Court deny¬ 
ing two charges of fraud by 
making false representation. 

It is alleged Miss Hatton, a 
mother-of-one, was living in a 
tenanted property in Foxfield 
Way, Grange Park, with the land¬ 
lord and co-defendant Nathaniel 
Simon, 36, as ‘husband and wife’. 
The jury heard she did not tell 


South Northamptonshire Council 
this information and made claims 
for council tax and housing bene¬ 
fit, legal aid and income support, 
and was awarded £511 to cover 
the £675 monthly rent, 
Northampton Crown Court 
heard. 

Mr Simon, who owned and rent¬ 
ed out a number of other proper¬ 
ties, did not make her pay for any 
utility bills or make up the short¬ 
fall in the rent for the house, the 
jury heard. 

Miss Hatton denies one count of 
making false representation, two 
counts of fraud by failing to 
disclose information and a 
further count of fraud by false 


representation over a two-year 
period between 2009 and 2011 in 
relation to the benefit claims. 

Mr Simon, of the same address, 
denies furnishing false informa¬ 
tion in relation to the tenancy 
agreement he and Hatton had, 
and another charge of fraud by 
failing to disclose information. 

The former beauty pageant 
contestant hit the headlines in 
2010 after becoming the first 
divorcee to be allowed to 
compete for the coveted title of 
Miss Great Britain. 

She won the regional title of 
Miss Warwickshire before going 
on to compete in the national 
finals of the contest.

‘Disgusted’ owner’s 
cat killed by firework

THE RSPCA has condemned the 
‘cruelty’ caused to a pet cat after 
it was killed when a firework 
which had been strapped to it 
exploded. 

It is the latest in a string of fire¬ 
work attacks across the county 
after two houses in Towcester and 
Wellingborough had the explo¬ 
sives pushed through letterboxes 
last week. 

The owner of the six-year-old 
feline, called Bonnie, has been left 
‘heartbroken’ after the incident in 
the Shelley Road area of 
Wellingborough on Saturday. 

A mother and her daughter 
witnessed the explosion. 

In a sad twist, her other cat 
Buster, Bonnie’s brother, also died 
on the same night when he was 
hit by a car as he sat by his dead 
feline friend. 

An RSPCA spokeswoman said: 


“This is a despicable act of cruelty 
against an innocent animal and it 
would have suffered a very 
painful death. 

“We would urge anyone who has 
any information about this horri¬ 
ble incident to contact the police 
immediately.” The cat’s owner, 
Dawn, who we have agreed not to 


name in full, said: “I was shown 
her so I could identify her. What 
sort of people would cause a cat 
this pain? 

“The poor little thing had gone 
through so much; it is disgusting 
and cruel. 

“I am absolutely disgusted and 
horrified someone could have 
done this and for it to have been 
seen by a mother and her child. 
No one should go through this. 

“I hope someone who knows 
anything about this incident will 
contact the police or RSPCA. 

“You don’t know what this kind 
of behaviour could lead to, it 
could be another animal or a 
child.” 

The officer investigating the 
incident, PC Mark fones, said: 
“This is an unbelievably cruel act 
and we are very keen to hear from 
anybody who has any informa¬ 
tion which will lead to the identi¬ 
fication of the perpetrators.”

Widow looking for 
truth on asbestos

A WIDOW of a former carpenter 
who died from an asbestos- 
related cancer has launched an 
appeal to help her win justice for 
her late husband. 

Rita Willis of Northampton is 
asking for help from the public in 
trying to track down ex-work 
mates of her husband Tony who 
may be able to confirm how and 
when he came into contact with 
lethal asbestos fibres. 

Mr Willis died from mesothe¬ 
lioma, a cancer caused by expo¬ 
sure to asbestos, in June 2010 
aged 70. 

Mrs Willis is uncertain precisely 
when he may have been exposed 
to asbestos in the course of his 
work. Three possible sources of 
exposure have been identified by 
specialist asbestos lawyers at law 
firm Shoo smiths. 


Tony Willis worked from roughly 
1967-1975 at Adkins & Shaw 
(Buildings & Contractors) Limited 
which later became Bacal 
Construction (Midlands) Limited 
and then Bacal Construction 
Limited. 

From 1975-1976 he worked at 
David Charles Construction 
(Northampton) Limited and from 
1976 onwards he was employed 
by French Kier Construction 
Limited (Kier Limited) (French 
Kier Holdings Limited) (French 
Kier Construction Limited/ 
Robert Marriott Limited/Kier 
Group Limited - all one and the 
same company). 

Mrs Willis is anxious to hear 
from anyone who worked with 
her husband to see if they can 
confirm if any of these companies 
used asbestos and whether that 
Mr Willis may have been routine¬ 
ly exposed to it in the course of 
his work. 


Tony was employed as a carpen¬ 
ter and in 1982 he became a fore¬ 
man and it is very likely that he 
would have been required to cut 
asbestos boards as part of his job. 

This was common practice in 
the years before the dangers of 
exposure to its fibres were fully 
understood. 

Sara Hunt, an asbestos-related 
legal expert with Shoosmiths, 
said: “Rita hopes that anyone who 
remembers working with Tony 
gets in touch as they may have the 
answers we need. This case is not 
just about compensation and 
financial security. 

“Rita desperately wants infor¬ 
mation from Tony’s former work¬ 
mates so she can come to terms 
with what has happened and 
achieve some sort of justice that 
recognises her late husband’s 
suffering.”

Action! Film company goes back in time to do battle 



A TOWCESTER film company is 
helping to bring history to life on 
the small screen. 

On Monday, the first part of a 
series called Instruments of 
Death was broadcast on the 
Yesterday channel. 

The programme, which has 
been made by Definition Media, 
in six one hour segments is 
presented by Karl Ude-Martinez. 

They focus on the weapons, 
wounds and surgery of battles 
with practical experiments and 
demonstrations. 

One of the people involved in 
making the programme was 
director/editor James Fowler who 
said he came up with the idea 
when he saw footage of the 
unmanned drones being fired in 
Afghanistan. 

He thought how much battles 
had changed and wondered what 


it was like when wars were up 
close and personal. 

Mr Fowler, 38, said: “We fired 
longbows and fired World War I 
machine gun bullets into clay. 

“It was amazing to see the 
damage caused by one of these 
bullets when it hit the clay as it 
left a hole about the size of a fist 
so imagine if two or three bullets 


hit you - you could have been 
sliced in half. We do focus on two 
battles which happened in 
Northamptonshire. 

“These are Naseby and a battle 
which Queen Bodecia had in a 
field in Towcester.”

Article ignores unions’ good work 

I AM writing in response to the article by Sophie 
Scott in the Herald & Post (November 1), report¬ 
ing on the amount of money “wasted” on fund¬ 
ing union representatives within the public 
sector. 

In portraying her hugely negative view of this 
topic, she completely misses the enormously 
valid reason that these representatives have 
been awarded funding in the first place, not to 
mention the incredibly valuable contribution 
they make to the organisations and members 
who receive their support. 

If she understood these matters a little better, 
she would be embarrassed to hold her hand up 
and say ‘that was my piece of journalism’. 

I am unsurprised that Unison refused to 
comment on such inflammatory claims, to pay 
lip service to them would indeed be to lower 
themselves. 

One of my close family members has been a 
voluntary, well respected and hugely valued 
Union Rep in this county for 20 years; who 
performs an essential role for the organisation 
he works for. 

Indeed some of his weekly work is subsidised 
by the organisation to release him for his repre¬ 
sentative role, however - not only does he 
continue to pay his union subscription (which 
incidentally goes to fund the majority of work 
undertaken on behalf of its members) he also 
spends countless hours at home and on week¬ 
ends working on, discussing and planning his 
activities and caseload, as well as dealing with 
much of the absorbed negativity he comes into 
contact with - all on top of his full-time job. 

The funding he receives is not on top of his 
wage, but is to allow him to spend time working 
on behalf of the union members and the organi¬ 
sation itself. 

The only tangible rewards he takes away are 
knowing he is making a contribution to the fair 
and fluid workings of the organisation as well as 
that he is standing up for those who may not 
have a voice, or be utterly disadvantaged if all 
decisions were left to the discretion of an organ¬ 
isation’s management. 

The reality is in stark contrast to your article, 
which seems to portray these committed people 
as useless, money grubbing, time waster, politi¬ 
cal activists. 

Union Reps in the public sector not only pre¬ 
vent many of the potential detrimental cuts and 
changes of policy, procedure and working prac¬ 
tice being forced upon its already overworked 
and undervalued members; thereby benefiting 
everyone. But they also contribute to quickly 
resolving internal disputes, pro-actively prevent¬ 
ing its members from being discriminated 
against or intimidated and bullied. 

This in turn, promotes the effective and 
smooth workings/management of the organisa¬ 
tion, preventing it from coming to a grinding halt 
by half its staff members walking out the door. 

In light of all this, a few allotted hours per week 
might seem like money well spent and a rather 
efficient, cost-effective method of keeping the 
cogs of our local services turning.

A SCRAP metal trader 
has raised concerns that 
new laws surrounding 
the sale of such items 
could push him out of 
business. 

Jon O’Brien, co-direc- 
tor at Simply Recycling 
Solutions, is worried 
how the change in legis¬ 
lation will affect his busi¬ 
ness, based in William 
Street, Northampton. 

Under the Scrap Metal 
Dealers Bill - which was 
passed in the House of 
Commons on Friday - it 
will mean items cannot 
be bought for cash. 

Mr O’Brien said: “The 
Government has had a 
knee-jerk reaction to the 


rise in metal thefts. We 
do help the police, they 
come down and tell us 
that ‘Frank Smith’ 
driving a red van with 
this numberplate might 
have some scrap he’s 
nicked and we keep an 
eye open. 

“Under these plans I 
would have to write 200 
cheques a day which is 
just not possible or 
financially sound. 

“What is ironic that 
people can go around 
ringing bells in the street 
collecting people’s scrap 
metal for cash and they 
won’t be prosecuted but 
if I buy it for cash I will. 

“The Government 
hasn’t spoken to us 
about what would work 
for us.”

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Cops can’t always 
keeping county safe

IT’S just after 9am and I am ten 
minutes into my ‘shift’ with the 
police and they’ve already 
spotted a car on the Ml which 
has flagged up on their ANPR 
system. 

The two male occupants of the 
blue BMW look suspiciously at 
us as we drive alongside them 
before PC Jason Sommerville 
casually drops behind them, 
awaiting an opportunity to take 
them off the motorway. 

The car’s cameras, which read 
numberplates and immediately 


inform the police if there are any 
issues with the car, for example 
if it is connected to a crime, 
show that this particular one 
was wanted by another police 
force in connection with prosti¬ 
tution and is also registering as 
having no insurance. 

We were heading to take part in 
a planned police operation to 
tackle plant machinery thefts 
further up the motorway but, as 
is the nature of the job, nothing 
is going to schedule. Something 
both PC Sommerville and his 
colleague PC Matt Godfrey say is 
normally thrown out of the 
window. 


PC Sommerville says that he 
can never plan for what is to 
come, telling of one unusual 
event he was called to. 

He said: “I had to attend a heli¬ 
copter crash which was a little 
different. 

“The pilot had tried to land but 
because the ground was undu¬ 
lated it was not really a safe 
place to land and the back motor 
caught and caused it to crash. 

“We have all seen a lot of things 
when we have been on the job 
but we just have to put our 
professional hat on and deal 
with it.” 

As we approach Watford Gap 
services PC Sommerville puts 
the blues and twos on and the 
BMW swiftly heads to the hard- 
shoulder where PC Godfrey 
jumps out to tell the driver to 
park in the services - where we 
will all be safer from the busy Ml 
traffic. 

As he gets back in the car he 
tells us there is a woman lying 
down on the backseat of the car, 
hidden from view. 

During the next hour, the pair 
make numerous phone calls, to 
the Motoring Insurance Bureau 
and another force, to get to the

bottom of what is going on with 
the car’s occupants. 

And it’s not a smooth journey 
to get there. 

The Bulgarian driver holds a 
full UK licence registered to a 
house in Nottingham, but his 
insurance documents have his 
address as Aberdeen, while he 
tells the officers he is living in 
Birmingham. 

He also gives his date of birth 
as 1977, yet his insurance has 
him down as being 20 years 
older - and at first the company 
refuses to tell the police about 
his insurance policy as their data 
doesn’t match up. The language 
barrier with the driver proves to 
be a slight hindrance, PC 
Sommerville has to get the help 
of the woman in the car to 
explain to him what is happen¬ 
ing, while PC Godfrey has a 
conversation in Spanish with the 
other passenger, who, while is 
Romanian, lived in Spain for 11 
years. 

It transpires that his insurance 
was cancelled a week previously 
and the car is to be impounded, 
where, if the driver does not 
re-insure it within the next two 
weeks it will be crushed. 

He was handed a £200 fine and 
six points on his licence. 

PC Godfrey is told by the other 
force that in connection to the 
prostitution they are just after 
information about the car - we 
are not privy to the details of that 


operation. The woman who was 
lying on the back seat tells us she 
is the wife of the male passenger. 

In this short period of time 
while the two cops are trying to 
sort out this job, they are 
approached by a member of the 
public who says a van has just 
hit a woman’s car in the service 
station car park without stop¬ 
ping, just yards away from where 
we are sat - another officer has to 
be called to the scene to deal 
with that. 

PC Sommerville, who has been 
in the force for 15 years, explains 
that the nature of the job making 


stops such as this are some of 
the most important. 

He said: “If we didn’t stop that 
car today and later it went on to 
be involved in a fatal road traffic 
collision then I would have to 
answer all those questions as to 
why I didn’t take it off the road 
when I could. This is the nature 
of our job.

MAKING THE MOST OF SCHOOT OPEN DAYS 


Keeping you involved 

Research shows that good links 
between you and your child’s school 
improve their enjoyment and chances 
of doing well. 

The more you know about what your 
child is learning, the more you can offer 
support. Most schools try hard to 
involve you in your child’s education. 
They do this in two main ways: 

• By keeping you informed about how 
and what your child is learning - ie the 
curriculum, teaching methods, tests 
and exams, and changes to the 
education system 


• By keeping you informed about your 
child’s individual progress 
Ways to keep in touch 
Every school gives parents a report on 
their child’s progress at least once a 
year.You’ll also be invited to attend at 
least one parent-teacher meeting 
during the year. To keep you informed 
about other issues eg after-school 
clubs, dinner money, outings 
letters will be sent home with your 
children, and/or emailed. 

Some schools use text messages 
to communicate 




During an open day prospective parents and 
pupils can visit the school during a working 
day. You’ll be able to visit classrooms, and 
often pupils will show you round and talk to 
you about their school. 

Ten tips for getting the most from an open day 

1. Take your child with you - you need a child’s 
eye view as well as your own, and they’ll notice 
things you miss. 

2. Think about whether you find the open day 
chaotic, friendly, efficient or improvised? The 
organisation of the day’s events can give many 
clues to the general running of a school. 

3. Pay attention to the pupils themselves - do they 
seem happy and motivated? Do they speak 
positively about their teachers and school-life?- 
Pupils are the best ambassadors for any school. 

4. Don’t make decisions based on individual 
teachers - they may have left by the time your 
child starts school. 

5. Don’t get too bogged down in the details - try 
to get a ‘feel’ for the school atmosphere. Write 
down your first impressions. 

6. Feel free to ask questions if you want to, 
particularly of pupils - what do they think of the 
teaching - do they enjoy life at the school? 


7. Look at the work on display. Does it represent 
a broad range of ability? A school should value 
every child. 

8. Does the school offer extra-curricular activities - 
such as sports and clubs - so your child can 
develop their interests? This also shows that the 
teachers are motivated and enthusiastic. 

9. Find out about the lunch arrangements - are 
there healthy school meals available and what do 
they cost? What are the other options, eg packed 
lunch? 

10. Remember - listen to your instincts

A MUM-PRENEUR has come 
back from near disaster to win a 
social media accolade. 

MumStuff in Towcester, which is 
run by Dr Nicola Morrow, was 
recommended on Twitter by top 
female businesswoman and Ann 
Summers CEO Jacqueline Gold. 

Mrs Gold picks companies run 
by women each Wednesday and 
tweets about them, to her 35,000 
followers on the social network¬ 
ing site, under the acronym WOW 
- which stands for Women on 
Wednesdays. 

It is the boost that the company 
needed after it was brought to a 
near standstill in September 
when a fire broke out on the Pury 
Hill industrial estate where it is 
based. 

Dr Morrow, who set up the com¬ 



pany seven years ago, has been 
continuing to trade in the unit 
next door since the fire forced the 
business out of the warehouse 


because of asbestos contamina¬ 
tion and smoke damage. 

She said: “It has been really, real¬ 
ly tough over the last six or so 
weeks.

“The day after she mentioned us 
I logged on to my account and we 
had so many messages that 
Twitter thought we had been 
hacked and changed my pass¬ 
word. 

“We are only a small business, 
it’s just me and two part-time 
staff, so this has come just when 
we needed it.” 

Mrs Gold tweeted: “MumStuff is 
a website dedicated to mums to 
be - featuring products to ease 
you through pregnancy and 
labour - Brilliant!”

Head coach Ripley worked with the 
group in his previous role running 
the club’s academy and believes that 
familiarity can be beneficial. 

“I’m hoping they can help me and 
that I can help them,” he said. “We 
have signed them up and we hope 
they can all go on to become first 
class cricketers. 

“Ben, Christian and Rob all got 
chances in one-day cricket last year, 
and Ketts probably would have done 
if he had been registered. He’s been 
doing well for Bedfordshire in the 
Minor Counties. It’s good for one of 


the perceived smaller counties to 
have such a good group of young¬ 
sters come through all at once, 
although we know it’s not going to be 
like that every year.” 

The 2013 season is shaping up as 
being a transitional one for 
Northants. It will be Ripley’s first full 
season in charge after replacing 
David Capel midway through the last 
campaign, while they will also have a 
new club captain in the form of 
Stephen Peters. 

Alex Wakely, another graduate of 
the youth system at the County 
Ground, will also skipper the side in 
the Clydesdale Bank 40 and Friends 
Life t20 limited overs competitions. 

One priority for 2013 is improving 
the performances in one-day cricket. 
They have recruited spin bowling all- 
rounder Matthew Spriegel from 
Surrey and re-signed seamer Steven 
Crook from Middlesex in a bid to do 
this. 

However, Ripley is looking for them 


to contribute in both forms of the 
game. 

“They are both looking to further 
their playing chances in the County 
Championship as well as one-day 
cricket with us,” Ripley said. 

“Steven is a proven impact player 
and he will bring multi-dimensional 
skills to both our red and white ball 
cricket. 

“He is also a very popular player to 
have in our dressing room. 

“Matthew has shown a real hunger 
to improve himself in all formats and 
will give us some excellent options 
with both bat and ball in the short 
and longer form of the game.” 

The side have returned to pre-sea- 
son training, with a focus on strength 
and conditioning before the main 
cricket work begins after Christmas. 

Ripley is happy with the squad he 
has assembled, although Northants 
are still working on filling the overseas 
player spot after missing out on Trent 
Copeland, the Australian fast bowler.

CLIVE Platt acknowledged 
the extra time against 
Bradford City in Tuesday’s FA 
Cup replay was not what his 
35-year-old legs needed, but 
that was not going to stop him 
from getting through the 120 
minutes. 

It was the veteran forward 
who managed to force the 
additional 30 minutes with his 
92nd-minute equaliser to 
make it 2-2. He then followed 
that up with a goal in the 
penalty shoot-out after the 
game had finished 3-3, 
although Bradford prevailed in 
the spot kicks. 

Platt also revealed he has 
been struggling with a back 
problem for the last six 
months, although that is start¬ 
ing to heal. 

“It was hard work,” said Platt. 
“I’ve definitely not got the 
young legs I had in previous 
years so the extra time proba¬ 
bly wasn’t needed, but I defi¬ 
nitely wasn’t thinking about 
that when B [Adebayo 
Akinfenwa] set me up. 

“It was just ‘hit the target’ 
because it has been a long 
time since the ball hit the back 
of the net. Hopefully I can do 
that a bit more regularly for the 
Cobblers.” 

That strike at Valley Parade 
was Platt’s second for the club 
since signing from Coventry 
City in the summer. Some sec¬ 
tions of the Northampton sup¬ 
port have yet to take him to 
their hearts. 

But manager Aidy Boothroyd 
is well aware of what Platt adds 
to the team, having worked 
with him at Colchester and 
Coventry. He views him as a 
target man for team mates to 
play off and possessing the 
ability to bring others into the 


game. He is not, according to 
Boothroyd, a like-for-like 
replacement for fans’ favourite 
Akinfenwa. 

“He has come here from a 
club that was two divisions 
higher and has taken a cut in 
wages because he wants to be 
part of something and finish 
his career on a high,” said 
Boothroyd. 

“I think he is a fantastic play¬ 
er and in the horrible winter 
months when you need people 
to be able to stand up and be 
counted and be good in both 
boxes, he is absolutely magnif¬ 
icent.

“Sometimes he might not be 
the fans’ favourite, but he’s 
certainly a manager’s favourite 
and a players’ favourite.” 

The support is something 
Platt finds reassuring and he 
has vowed to help ensure this 
Northampton squad can 
realise its potential. 

“As long as I feel that I’ve 
done my bit for the team then 
I’ll always be happy,” said 
Platt. 

“Can I say I’ve done that 
every game? Possibly not, but 
I’m sure I’ll do it more than I 
won’t. 

“I’ve always got the right atti¬ 
tude, I’m very much a team 
player and more than any¬ 
thing I want this team to be 
successful and I want to be 
part of it. 

“I want to be part of a team 
that does something in the 
league this year and being 
around the lads, the desire 
and commitment is second to 
none. 

“Alright, we’ve made mis¬ 
takes that at times have cost 
us points, but we’re all learn¬ 
ing and they are such a good 
bunch of players that if we can 
keep it going we can do some¬ 
thing.”

KELVIN Langmead described the 
heartbreaking FA Cup shoot-out 
defeat at Bradford City as “bitter¬ 
sweet” after he followed up the goal 
of his career with a penalty miss. 

The defender looked to have scored 
the winner for the Cobblers at Valley 
Parade with a goal-of-the-season con¬ 
tender, but Carl McHugh equalised for 
Bradford with virtually the last action 
of the game to send the tie to penal¬ 
ties. 

Langmead then went from hero to 
villain, missing Northampton’s third 
penalty when he blazed over from 12 
yards. Danny East also had his saved 
by Jon McLaughlin as the Bantams 
won 4-2. 

“It was bittersweet with the way it 
has ended,” Langmead said. “It was 
probably my best ever goal - I don’t 
score many curlers from the edge of 
the area. 

“Of course, there is a tinge of disap¬ 
pointment but we were never going to 
win the FA Cup. The league is the most 
important thing and maybe this, in the 
long run, will be a blessing.” 

Langmead managed to see the funny 
side afterwards and joked it would 
probably be the first and last penalty 
he took. Not that Aidy Boothroyd gave 
him a choice on Tuesday night. 

“I didn’t ask them, I just told them 
who was taking them because some¬ 
times I think those that put their 
hands up first are generally the ones 
that miss,” said Boothroyd.

The defeat would have been a learn¬ 
ing curve for Boothroyd’s young team.
